Agricultural Outlook 
In Navarro County Is 
Brightest Many Years

Eased on an estimated production of 75,000 bales 


from the 1937 cotton crop the income of the farmers of 
Navarro county will be approximately $5,235,000 from 
that source alone this year. Up to July 31 they had re- 
ceived $562,955.23 from the United States government 
in the soil conservation program bringing their total in- 
come from those two sources to $5,797,955 to which 
hundreds of thousands of dollars will be added through 
the sale of cattle, hogs, poultry and other farm products. 
A conservative estimate of the total income of'the farm- 
ers in Navarro county this year would be $7,000,000. 


Figures for the. income from cotton are based on the 


promise of the government to set a loan value of 9 or 10 
cents per pound and pay enough subsidy to bring the 
value of cotton to 12 cents per pound. This promise is 
made on condition that a crop control bill will be passed 
a^the next session of congress and that the-farmers re- 
ceiving the loan and subsidy will abide by the control i automobile with his machine gun 
program. Present indications are that practically all of 
the farmers of the county are willing to enter into the 
agreement.

W. 
Mellon, who 
built one of the world's greatest 
fortunes out of banking, oil and 
aluminum and who spent his late 
years in the nation's service as sec- 
retary of the treasury and as am- 
bassador to Great Britain, has pass- 
ed from the American scene. 
The shy, diffident, white haired 
financier died peacefully last night 
In his 83rd year. 
He died in the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. David K. E. Bruce after 
a month's illness from uremia and 
bronchial pneumonia.

RUST BROTHERS TO

COTTON PICKER 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 2R.—<fl"> 


—Tho Rust Brothers unveiled a 
new cotton picking machine to- 
day within sight of mid-southern 
fields 
where 
the 
centuries-old 


hand technique remains the sole 
means of harvesting one of Ilia 
biggest crops In years. 


John Rust rolled out the huge 


new machine ho and his brother, 
Mack, 
have 
completed, a n d 


claimed it would answer objec- 
tions to mechanized pickers they 
demonstrated last year. 


The new picker has double the 


picking units of the original ma- 
chine and Is equlped with elec- 
tric lights for night work. 


"The machine will pick cotton 


more 
cheaply 
than hand labor 
and pluck as many bolls from 
the stalk In five minutes us an 
ordniary worker could pick in an 
entire day," John Rust declared. 
"It will be placed In operation on 
a 
Mississippi 
plantation 
within 


two weeks for exhaustive field 
tests." 
The picker is self-powered. One 


man can handle it. As it moves 
down the rows of cotton, the 
stalks are compressed 
into 
a 


channel 
against 
hundreds 
of 


moist 
spindles 
twirling 
on re- 


volving drums 
stagpred 
tandem 


fashion. 
The 
splndlos 
of 
one 


unit pick from the right side of 
the stalk and 
the other 
from 


the left. 
A new type doffer—to prevent 


clogging—strips the cotton from 
the spindles and drops it into two 
receptacles, 
from which 
it 
is 


blown through 
two pipes

huge cotton 
bags hung on the 


tear of the machine.
